Narrative of Quarter-Master O’ Ha 
tey—A Foartul Scene. 


San Frawossoo, Nov, 12. —A dispatch 
received-from» Neck Bay, Washington 
territory, dated yesterday, gives the 
statement of Neal O’Haley, quarter-mas. 
ter of the Pacific, rescued}by revenue cut- 
ter Oliver Walcot on the morning of the 
7th inst., as foliows: About 250 
people were on, board; went below at 
8 p.m; éeverythingalright; lighta were 
in thelr place; whea the shock occurred, 
ran om deck; everything was in ¢onfa- 
sicn; passengers crowding to hurricane 
deck; ship fell off into the trough of the 
sea; saw large vessel under sail, which 
they said struck. the steamer; saw her 
green light distinetly; the pagsengers 
crowded into the boats against the com- 
}mands of the officers, with the chief 
éngineer; got part of the boat forward 
into the water; fifteen women and six 
men got in her, but she was capsized by 
the rolling of the ship; sawnone@ef them 
afterwards; Supported myself by floating 
on a skylight about fifteen minutes, then 
got ona@portion of the hurricane deck 
with eight others; on looking for the 
steamer I found she had di red, 
leaving 4 floating mass of human beings; 
screums for help Were frequent, but they 
soon ceased, and we were alone on the 
raft. There were the captain, second 
mate, second cook and four passengers, 
including @ young Jady, At one a. m, 
the next, morning, (the fifth), it blew a 
gale from the southeast sea, making a 
clean breach over the raft and lashed 
us. About foura.m. the sea washed 
overboard the captain, second mate, the 
Jadv and another passenger; about nine 
a. m. the second cook dicd. It clearcd up 
about four p. im.; saw land 15 miles dis- 
tant, and a piece of the wreck 
with two or more on it; about 5 p. m., 
another died; on the morning of the 6th 
another died, leaving me alone; about 4 

. m., a large empty box floated near me, 

got it on the raft fora shelter; slept 
sound that night for several hours; on 
the morning of the 7th I saw land on 
both sides; continued calm all day aud 
night; at8a.m.,1I was rescued by a 
cutter. 

LATER. 

Reports from Neck credit O'’Haley 
With the statement that the second mate 
told him while on the raft that the chief 
mate with eight of the crew in the boat 
bad got clear of theship. The Wolcott 
his gone cruising along the coast of Van‘ 
couver’s island, ard the Gussie Telfair 
went south.

LovursviLie, Noy. 12.—hon HH Em- 
mons, circuit judge of the United Stutes 
court delivered his charge to the jury 
to day in the cases of the government vs 
Bill! Smoot, GeoMetiert, Geo Hall and 
John Onan, in resisting the process in 
the hands of acting sheriff Willis Russell, 
ofgOwen county. The charge is very 
long, and embraces a view Of ail outrages 
committed in Owen counjy in the last 
several years by the ku klux. Judge 
Emmons severely criticizes and con- 
demns the doings of tue despsradoes, and 
seems to leave no avenue through which 
a verdict other than guilty, can be ren- 
dered. lie refers in severe terms to law- 
lessness that formerly cxisted in some sec- 
tions, criticising the conduct of county 
attorneys and magistrates, and recom- 
mending that prompt measures be taken 
to suppress lawlessness and conspiracy, 
which he considers the most disgraceful 
of all crimes against the government. In 
conclusion, he charges that if the jury 
shall find that Smoot, Onan, Hall and 
Meffcrt had acommon purpose in their 
acts, they were guilty of conspiracy and 
should be found guilty. The trial has 
becn in progress over three weeks.

Passage of the French Electoral 


Bille«-MacMahon Jubutant. 


Paris, Novem»er$i2.—The lobbdies, 
floor and galleries of the assembly were 
rowded. Great excitement was mani- 
fested over the debate on the electoral 
bill. 

M. RieccrJ, a moderate republican, 
opened the discussion. He stigmatized 
voting by arrondissement as an attack on 
universal suffrage. He declared that 
M. Buffet, had endeavored 
to retain the prefects of 
the empire, now, because he repudis 
ated the majority which voted the 
constitution of February 25, and jwishes 
to re-establish the electoral system of the 
empire. We demand,c ntinued the dep- 
uty, the scrutin de Ji:le, which will pre- 
serve the alicgance formed on the 20th 
of February. 

M. Duffaure,ministcr of justice, replied, 
saying that the government will not ac- 
cept at the next eleciions ail who voted 
for the constitution. The government 
will sayto them, “thank yo. for veting{for 
the @on3titution, but we require no fmore. 
Your republic is not ours, you will not 
have our confidence or our vote.” This 
declaration caused an uproar of denun- 
ciation and dissent on the left of the 
chamber. 

M. Gambetta said: .The scrutin de 
lisle is only a method of uniting ener- 
gies of all. We must no longer proclaim 
our disunion to Europe. The ministry 
opposes the scrutin de lise, because it 
is afraid of universal suffrage, By the 
arrondisenx nt system men like Thiers ad 
Duffaure will be defeated if they are 
against the government. The local offli- 
cials will be able to warp the suffrage. 
A vote was jthen taken by means of 
scc-et ballot, and resulted in favor of 
the government, the vote standing 357 
yeas to 826 nays. The govetnment did 
not make the matter a cabinet question. 
Paris, November 12.—In consequence 
of its triumph in the assembly yesterday, 
the conservative party intends to take 
the lead inthe movement in fayor of 
di@so ‘ation. 

It is generally believed that the es— 
semby will dissolve Dee 4, and an elec- 
tion for senators will be held January 4, 
and for Fepresetitatives in February. 
President MacMahon. thanked Minister 
Doffaure for his speech yesterday, and 
congratulated him on his succesgin the 
assembly to-day. 

Minister Dwifaure introduecd the 
pecs bill. By its provisions the state of 
-seige will be raised, except in Algiers and 
departments of the Seine, Rhone, Bou- 
ches du Sone and Seine at Aise. ‘The 
bill also provides that: numerous press 
offences,such as insults tothe authorities, 
false inteljigence and instigation to 
Crime, shall be tried by the correctional 
tribunals instead of by jury. The con- 
sideration of ihe clectoral bill was rc- 
sumed,and an amendment was adopted 
providing that Algeria have three re pre- 
entatives instead of six in the new 
chamber of deputies.

Stanley’s letters, stained with blood, 
were found by this detachment among 
the bodies of the slain, and carried to 
headquarters, ‘whence they were de- 
spatched down the White Nile to Khar- 
toum, and thence by the kh-dive’s cou- 
riers to Cuiro,

north-eastern'shores of the Victoria Ni- 
yanz1. 

Iie gives thirty-seven observations of 
bays, ialets and creeks, minutely ex- 
plored, with a view to determine 
their-relation to the main body of water, 
and to exclude the possibility of their 
opening to other lakes or streams.

SPEKE VINDICATED.

Speke’s two islands are proved by 
Stanley's observations to be peninsulas. 

One observation further confirms the 
great importance ofthe river Shimeeyu 
as the principal feederof the lake and 
the extremest source of the Nile yet dis- 
covered. 

Stanley depicts graphicly many inci-~ 
dents of his expedition. He had several 
conflicts with the treacherous slave 
dealers on the lake. 

A BAVAL BATTLE. 


On one occasion he was attacked by 
100 natives armed with spears, in tbir- 
teen canoe3, who were repulsed after a 
severe fight. Three natives were killed. 

He arrived at Mtesa’s hunting camp at 
Msavura, April 12, where he was received 
with great ceremony and cordiality by 
the king. 

In Stanley’s honor the king directed 
extraordinary festivities and displays. 

One feature of the display was a naval 
review on the lake, of eighty-four canoes 
manned by 2,500 men. 

On the second day, in addition to the 
naval Man@uvres there were races, in 
which eighty-four canoes were engaged,

king leading the fleet personally in the 
presence of a great throng of specta- 
tors. 

Among the onlookérs were the three 
hundred wives of the king. 

On the third day there was bird shoot- 
ing and target pract'qp by 3,009 troops.

CAPTURED BY STRATAGEM. 


Arrest of an Alleged Notea KH. KH. 


|favannah News, 1ith.} 

Yesterday morning Mulkey Godby, a 
resident of Burke county, living in the 
vicinity of No. 914 Central railroad, was 
brought to this city in custody of George 
S. Barthelmess, acting as deputy United 
States marshal, and turned over to the 
United States authorities. He was com- 
mitted to geil io default of $2,000 bond; 
by Judge ine to await trial at the 
present term of the court, on the charge 
of “resisting United States officers.” 

The following are the particulars of 
the affair: Some time in 1672 a negro in 
Burke county was alleged to have been 
killedby a party of disguised mea, sev- 
eral of whom, Godby of the number, were 
recognized. Warrants were issued 
against them under the enforcement act, 
and Godby and a man ramed Blocker 
were arrested. Onthe way here God- 
by escaped, and has until Tuesday 
managed to keep cut of reach. Blocker 
was brought to Savanna, and, owing to 
the disappearance of certain witnesses 
alleged to be important to the prosecu- 
tion, the grand jury failed to find a true 
bill against him, and he was discharged. 
Various efforts Were made to capture 
Godby, but he was too sharp for the 
United States deputies, although contin- 
uing to live in the county and follow his 
regular pursuits. We understand he is 
justice of the peace in his district. Sev- 
eral months since one of the deputy 
marshals came up on him; but Godby, 
who was well provided with arms, pleas- 
antly intimated to the deputy that he had 
better keep his distance, which the depu- 
ty very wisely did, and returned to Sa- 
vannah without his bird. It we are not 
mistaken, a squad of soldiers were dis- 
patched on the same errand, but failed to 
accomplish the object of their mission, 
and Mr. Godby continued to prance 
around his own vine and fig tree, ‘‘in 
maiden meditation fancy free,” so to 
speak, 

Finding that it was impossible to cap- 
ture in Mr. Goby in the regular way, 
Marshal Smythe decidedto resort to 
stratagem, and accordingly secured the 
services of Mr. Barthelmess, who was 
unknown in that section, and hence suc- 
ceeded in ‘‘trapping his bird ” 

Mr. Godby is described as a man of 
commanding physique, with an immcnse 
head of auburn hair, which shades his 
shoulders to the length of severe! inches, 
in ringlets. The prosecutionin the en- 
forcement case proving fruitless, he will 
now be tried upon the charge of resist- 
ing arrest and bidding defiance to United 
States officers, the penalty ef which, up- 
on conviction, is one year in the peni- 
tentiary and a fine of $300.

The errival of this splendid new 
steamship, which is intended to take the 
place of the Manhattan on the New York 
and Charleston steamship line, attracted 
quite a crowd of visitors to Adger’s 
wharf yesterday.

She is a wooden 
steamer, 263 feet long, and of 1,629 tons 
measurement, with a carrying cepacity 
of about 3,500 bales of cotton. The en- 
gine was built atthe Quintard iron works, 
and consists of a 48-inch cylinder, with 
a 60-inch stroke. The steam is supplicd 
from two boilets, bg each thirty- 
seven tons, and heatcd by fourteeu fur- 
paces. The screw is of cowposition 
metal, is thirteen feet in diameter, with 
pitch of twenty-one feet, which means 
that it propels the vessel twenty one feet 
at each revolution. The economy of 
space is especially exemplified in the 
interior of this splendid steam- 
ship. The space between decks is 
covered.in and well ventilated, with a 
view to the wants of the growing truit 
and vegetable trade of Charleston. In 
this space from five hundred to seven 
hundred bales cf colton can be stored. 
Phe passenger equipments of the vessel 
are superb. The staterooms are carpet- 
ed and upholstered in the most magnifi- 
cent style, and the pabelling in the sa- 
loon is finished with French walnut, 
Hungarian ash, rosewood, mahogany 
and ebony wood. The berths in the 
staterooms are constructed athwartships, 
which, old salts say, is much more con- 
ducive to the comiert and conyenience 
of passengers on board of a propeller.

Fruitless Search fur the Missing 


Passengers and Crew.

Cries of Distress Heard on the Night 
of the Disaster. 
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GALVESTON, November 10.—The 
steamer Buckthorn was dispatched out- 
side again at 3 o’clock this morning, in 
search of the missing passengers and 
crew of the City of Waco. She will 
cruise west 60 miles along the coast be- 
forereturning. Captain J. N. Sawyer, 
agent of the Mallory line, also started 
cut on board one of the pilot boats, in 
rearch of the missing boats. Tie only 
hopes now entertained for the saiety of 
passengers and crew are based upon the 
statement of Captain Irvine. of the 
steamer Buckthorn, who saw tke fore- 
mast while out yesterday. He reported 
the end of the mast was burned oif, ap 
parcntly between decks, or very close 
below ilood on the upper deck, which 
indicates the fire was below, between 
decks, in which case the fire may ‘have 
been burning some time, and given of: 
ficers, crew aud passengers ample time 
to have left the ship before the flames 
reached the upper deck and was discoy- 
ered by other vessels. 

It is thought the passengers and crew 
may have escaped in the darkness on 
board the ship's small boats, before the 
fire on board was seen from the Fus- 
vyums and the steamship Sanmarcos; in 
this event they would have drifted with 
the sea, about thiriv or forty miles west- 
werd before the wind changed to the 
northwest. 

Another statemcnt, whic’: would seem 
to confirm the location of the fire, is that 
the City of Waco had a small wooden 
case or Lousy built around the main mast, 
where hatches, ctc., were stored. This 
casing reached upon the mast four feet, 
and above it the mast was grained; be- 
low it was only painted white. The 
foremast was evidently burned cff below 
the deck. Onthe upper deck forward 
large quantities of oj1 were stored. As 
soon a3 the flames reached this, 
the entire upper portion of the 
vessel was swept by the flames. The offi- 
cers of the Sanmarcos, a steamsbip lying 
in the fiet, states that the fire was first 
discovered about 2 o’clock. Nothing 
wes discovered wrong with the unfortu- 
nate ship until she appeared wrapped in 
a sheet of flame. Nothing was seen of 
her boats or passengers and crew. ‘The 
return of the pilot boat and steamer are 
anxiously looked for, and it is thought 
they will be in late to-night. 

9:30 p. m.—The steam tug Buckthorn 
has just returned from the outside, Capt. 
Irvine saw one of the Waco’s boats, 
which had been considerably burned and 
floated off, and some steps and pieces of 
hercabin. No trace of any passengers 
or crew. 

It is reported to-night that when the 
steamship Clinton passed the Australian, 
lying at the mouth of San Bernard river, 
yesterday, she was signaled, but the 
Clinton, not knowing of the Waco dis- 
aster. did not stop. Hopes are now en- 
tertained that some of the Waco’s pco- 
ple may be saved on the Australian. If 
the pilot boat, which is now cruising in 
that vicinity, does not reach her, there 
will be « nother steamer dispatched west 
to-morrow. 

The English steamer Abdiel has just 
come from outside, She was anchored 
directly to the keward of the Waco. 
lier mate reports the fire was discovered 
about 12:30, and the ship appeared to be 
one mass of flames. The officers of the 
Abdiel immediately ordered steam up, 
and their small buoys in readiness for as- 
sistance. The mate states he heard crics 
of distress from five or six personsin the 
water. One was the voice of a woman 
or a child, clinging to what. appeared to 
be a spar or piece of one of the vessel’s 
masts. The sea was breaking over the 
Abdiel. The mate went aft and saw tle 
spar again, but every soul had been 
washed off of it. As soon as steam could 
be made the Abdicl moved up along side 
the burning ship, as near as her officers 
dared go. They state that not a person 
was to be seen on her, and they do not 
think it possible for one of her small 
boats to have been launched. The 
Waco was rolling fearfully in the storm, 
sparks and cinders were flying over and 
past tne Abdiel.
